KAPEA IS HANGED 


sin of Dr. J. I grift Si 
erateil at Oalm Prison. 


WENT TO DEATH LIKE A STOIC 


Had Nothing to Say-Farewell to 


Father-Had Received the Sac- 


rament—Refused Liquor. 


Kapea was banged at Oahu Prison 


yesternoon forenoon and appeared to 
be the least concerned man on the 
premises all during the preparations 
for. Ms execution. He showed neither 
fear nor nervousness—exhibited little 
more than Interest In the handling 
of himself for supreme punishment 
by law. Kapea was really nonchalant. 
He was a man of sufficient Intelligence 
to appreciate as fully as anyone his sit- 
uation, but he either did not care or was 
entirely reconciled. He refused bran- 
dy, saying that he needed no stimulant 
and .that it was his desire further to 
go to the gallows quite himself in a 
natural way. Kapea had no speech to 
make, and when on the scaffold utter- 
ed words but once. Tils was when 
he remarked that the rope was very 
tight about his neck. 


There were tiny, filmy drops of rain 


sifting through the sunshine when the 
young man was brought out to be 
hanged. 
The party appeared' from 


within the prison just as tour bells 
(ten o'clock) bad been struck. In two 
minutes the fine form of the young 
man was dangling from the rope end. 
Fourteen, minutes later the physicians 
informed .the Jailor that life was ex- 
tinct. The body was taken down, 
placed in a coffin and carried to Ma- 
kiki cemetery for burial. The inter- 
ment was at Government expense. No 
friends followed the remains to the 
grave. The authorities refused to al- 
low a post mortem 'by surgeons. Ka- 
pea's neck was broken. Death, was 
instant and painless. The murderer 
said he was 21. His cousins said he 
was 25. He was of superb build, being 
six' feet tall, handsomely proportioned 
and of good features. 


lAt 9:55 Kapea was brought into the 


office at the jail. Here the death war- 
rant was read by Marshal Brown In 
English and translated into Hawaiian 
by Judge iWlloox. Kapea was- asked 
if 'he understood and without hesita- 
tion replied in the affirmative. As to 
final request, he wished only to thank 
his counsel, A. G. M. Robertson, and 
warmly shook that gentleman's- hand. 


The murderer roust have confessed 


and expressed contrition and repent- 
ance, for the following was furnished 
the Advertiser by the priest in attend- 
ance: "Kapea (christened Peter) died 
as a good Christian, after having re- 
ceived from the Rev. Father Clement 
the sacraments of the Roman Catholic 
Church." At the last moment Father 
Clement read: "Amen. I say to tbee, 
this day sbalt thou be with Me in Para- 
dise." The priest added: "Said our 
Lord to the repenting thtef." This was 
followed toy a brief prayer. 


Between Kapea and Kaio, eon and 


father, there was a touching farewell. 
They embraced and kissed and the 
elder man wept 


Kaip was told on Sunday morning 


that bts life 'has been spared by the 
pardoning power. He brightened up 
at once and in a few hours showed 
the beneficial effects of release from 
the strain which he had been under. 
Officiafl notification •was' given Kaio of 
the commutation ten minutes before 
the death w&rrant was read to Kapea, 
The son had no complaint to make, 
when a few minutes before his death 
he learned that his father was to live 
on.Those who witnessed the execution 
were: Marshal Brown, Jailor Low, C.

belting of the Island of Oahu by Mr. 
Dilllngham's railway. 


The contract has been let to Carl 


Jensen for grading from Wala":ua to 
Kahuku, and it is the belief that trains 
will 'be running to that place by De- 
cember 1st of this year. Mr, Jensen is 
one of the most active and capable con- 
ractors on railway work ever in busi- 
ness In this country, and works quite 
in barmony wlfih £he railway people.

CAPT. APPLETON AGAIN. 


Emphasizes the Value to Unitec 


States of Mid-Ocean Harbors. 
Captain Nathan Appleton (has again 


expressed his views on- the subject a 
securing, for the United States, bar- 
bora in the Atlantic and the Pacific, In 
anticipation of the great commerce 
which the proposed canal through the 
isthmus will bring. He writes to the 
Boston Herald on the subject as fol- 
lows: "It is to be supposed that the 
stirring events of the last few weeks 
will have made plain to our Govern- 
ment and ^people the Importance of 
having some harbors outside of our 
own coast line, which will belong ab- 
solutely to us, and where our ships 
will not only 'be safe, out have facili- 
ties for coaling and repairing, without 
asking the consent or permission oi 
any one. 


"Of these In the Atlantic ocean, the 


best one we could probably secure Is 
8U Thomas, or, if not this, then 
Sama-na 'Bay, in the Dominican Repub- 
lic. .Jnjtfee. gaml Pacific ocean, north 
of the equator, there Is only one, Pearl 
Harbor, near -Honolulu. The writer of 
this has been in all these three places, 
and knows of what he is speaking. 
Certainly, no time should be lost In se- 
curing one harbor In the Atlantic and 
one in the Pacific as stepping stones on 
the line of our coast, and as places 
wfhteh will be of Immense value to us 
in connedon with the isthmian canal. 


"Then next comes the canal itself, 


and we can take no wiser step and 
make no greater move than in forming 
some company which will put itself in 
touch with the present Panama Canal 
Company, and arrange to have the 
work completed and the canal open for 
commerce In a few years. 


Then there is the question of dry 


docks, large enough for the greatest 
vessels of today. We need several of 
them on our Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
coast, and also at Peart Harbor, and 
whichever other one we may own near 
the Atlantic end of the canal.

Spain Sail to Have UCi* 


cessions to UnM States. 


BOTH STILL PREPARE FOR WAR 


Spanish Flotilla Arrives and DC

MADRID, April 1.— The opinion IB 


expressed from an authoritive source 
that an agreement between the Gov- 
ernment of Spain and the United States 
will be reached, Including the Maine 
and reconcentrado questions. It is 
added that this also means the arriv- 
ing at a permanent peace solution. It 
9 also said that the Cuoan Government 
and Captain Blanco are in accord with 
the Peninsular Government to assist in 
this work for peace. 


But inquiries made last evening of 


United States Minister Woodford failed 
to secure anything confirming the op- 
timistic impression prevailing here He 
has so earnestly been the friend of 
peace throughout that this silence 
causes some anxiety In diplomatic 
circles. 


After a conference of three Spanish 


Minister and General Woodford which 
lasted about an hour, last night, one of 
the members of the Cabinet said, smil- 
ing: "I firmly believe that peace Is as- 
sured. Spain, In a note drawn up per- 
sonally by Senor Sagasta, has made 
enormous concessions In the hope of 
asuuring peace. She has given way tn 
every possible manner, only drawing 
the line where her dignity as a nation 
has been violated. We are sure the 
President of the United States, with 
bis fairness of mind, will see how anxi- 
ous we are for peace. On all points we 
agreed j with the propositions of the 
United States, but it is a question of 
how they should be applied." 


The most Important comment on the 


situation tills afternoon Is tihat of the 
Ministerial Journal, El Liberal, which 
may be looked upon as undoubtedly 
reflecting the position of the Spanish 
Government The paper says: "We (have 
done all we can to remove a pretext for 
rupture. If President McKlnley re- 
fuses our concessions we, with a quiet 
conscience, will await any trials which 
may come and defend our honor and 
our rights. The entire nation supports 
the Government Spain must no longer 
live under the continual menace and 
unrest of the past three years. There 
must be no more debating or haggling. 
Even rupture is preferred. 
Interven- 


tion is de facto even now. We desire 
and appeal for peace, but tie limit of 
our long suffering is at an end. We 
will defend our rights wifch our tradi- 
tional tenacity and bravery."

Display of Enthusiasm. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—After an 


•exceedingly turbulent session of six 
boors tbe House today passed the 
naval appropriation bill and then ad- 
journed until Monday. The war spirit 
•was manifested in all the speeches 
and overrode the Naval Committee it- 
self by increasing the number of tor- 
pedo boats and torepdo boat destroyers 
to 24—12 of each. 


The amendment of Cannon, chairman 


ol the Appropriations Committee, to re- 
dace the number of battleships to one 
was burled under an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Cannon, during the course of the 
day, announced the belief of a majority 
of Hhe members tha war would be upon 
as within a week.

"Small Planter" Gives 


Labor Figures. 


He Says Their Condition Is Not 


Bad—He Has Assisted Some 


to Return. 


MR EDITOR:—Allow jne to correct 


a misleading statement in one of yxrar 
editorials at tbe 22nd inst., under the 
heading' "DriTing good men away." 
in which you state "that Portuguese 
with large families are not considered 
desirable on the plantations." You also 
stale as a lact "that Portuguese are 
offered (13.50 a month for their labor 
to support a wife and family and that 
they are denied even a smaC-1 parcel of 
land on which to grow home supplies." 


In reply, I assert that yon are either 


dreadfully ignorant of the conditions 
which prevail on the plantations, or 
that you are witfo-Hy prevaricating, for 
reasons known to yourself; but I think 
fairly well understood by a large num- 
bers of your readers. 


The true condition existing on the 


plantations regarding Portuguese 3afcor, 
la quite tbe opposite to your assertions. 
The demand •for good men on the plan- 
tations is always greater than the sap- 
ply and their labor always commands 
the highest wages; my books will show 
that Portngwese are patt from $17 to 
$20 per month for the «ame labor done 
by Japanese and Chinese. The latter 
receiving from $1260 to $1600 per 
month. Eveo Portuguese minors earn- 
ing from $14 00 up, according to their 
Industry and ability, and their parents 
are supplied wiil» ample land for 
gardening purposes. 


The foregoing conditions prevail in 


my district and are somewhat different 
from what yoa assert to be the regular 
plantation wages "of $13 50 a month" 
which you inform tibe public IB the 
average plantation rate 


Here again you minread tbe public 


regarding the rate of wages paid on the 
plantations, for though contract w*|r<* 
may be nominal!} $12 M) a motvtih. you 
fall 10 make mentic-a of ihls fact, thai 
tbe plantations have to pav tbe labor- 
er's passaire to the country and to his 
deittlnation beslof* all Incidental «- 
pensea, »uch as qiiaranHni? dues, boa- 
pllaJ fees doctor's bill*, taw* etc. 
Making; the adaa* cost per month 
$14 50, beside* tbe risk of d«tertion 
which 5s the sugar planter*' loss, trai 
the coffee planters' gain. As the r*>ffe* 
planter praters Asiatic for tbe reason 
tbat be will work cheaper than tbe 


•Portugaeae. Therefore to an Indirect 
way, 
and to ibis own losa, the su$ 


planter is really supplying the coffe* 
planter with the necessary labor. Al| 
Interested in a sufficient labor supply, 
please bear this fiact la mind, that UM 
augar planter not only pays heavily for 
his own labor supply, <but incidentally; 
supplies .the coffee planter as well. 


If good men are going away (Mr. 


JOdttor, it must be on account of the 
natural law of trying to 'better their 
condition. And they must 'have been 
able to save some money too front 
the starvation wages yon try to make 
peopCe believe is paid them. At the 
same time allow me to inform you, 
that good men are constantly return- 
ing, even from .that land of plenty and 
wihere good wages are said to be paid. 
These men had money to go aiway with, 
but they have none with which to 
return. 


I have assisted .several to return, and 


more are coming. If you Mr. Editor or 
others who pose as the champions ,of 
the poor man's cause were to be told 
by these returning unfortunates of the 
harsh treatment and abuse they have 
been subjected to, by their employers 
of the golden west, and of Uheir de- 
light to return, to labor in .peace on 
the obnoxious penal settlements of 
Uiese islands, and by the side of the 
brown men who you say are driving 
them away. I say, the above facts may 
astonish you; but they are only too 
true. 


What think you Mr. Editor, of the 


German sugar beet growers' move, in 
introducing Chinese into Germany, to 
labor, in order to cheapen the cost of 
their sugar product? A truHy ominous, 
sign! Let absolute facts and the truth 
prevail at whatever cost.

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IMPENDENT WAR. 


War between the United States and 


Cuba (hangs on two distinct issues 
fliBt-tnat of a responsibility for the de- 
struction of the Maine; second that of 
interference on humanitarian grounds 


Aa to 4he Maine disaster, the Court 


of Inquiry has distinctly declared that 
it bas»>t ascertained who is responsi- 
ble for the placing of the explosive con- 
trivance which destroyed tlhe vessel 
On.tfus finding President McKinley 
cannot hold Spain responsible for it, 
unless by some principle of interna- 
tional law, the country in whose harbor 
a friendly war vessel 4s visiting, may 
be held responsible for any injury to 
the vessel, .wiether accidenSal or 1& 
tentlonaL If the President believes thai 
Spain should be held responsible for it 
he recognizes the right of Spain to 
make defense to the charge, and to 
claim that as a matter of international 


is In no way liable^. The case 


: toe one for arbitration and noi 


for immediate war. Spain is not bound 
to accept the American view of the law. 
•There would 'be a good many American 
jurists who would'not approve of the 
opinion that if a Spanish war vessel 
•were lying in San Francisco harbor, 
and some crank blew her up with a 
torpedo, the United States would be un- 
der obligation to pay for the vessel. If 
A is visiting B's house, and is rofbbed 
at night of his watch by a burglar, is 
A responsible for the robbery? 


So (far as the Maine disaster Is con- 


earned, it looks as if the President 
•wonW not make it a cause of war, how- 
ever suspicious the case may 'be. 


Regarding the other grounds for war, 


the case is still complicated.. 


The 
President 
through General 


Woodford, asks the Spanish Govern- 
ment to make terms with the Cubans 
and end the war. This means, of 
coarse, Cuban independence. And the 
President asks that the United States 
be allowed to relieve the suffering in 
Cuba, the terrible suffering which dis- 
tresses the American people. To tihls 
Spain replies, that she cannot grant 
independence, that only the Parliament 
which meets on May 4th, can settle the 
question, that she has appropriated 
9600,000 to feed the starving Cubans, 
and she suggests an armistice. 


With this situation the President is 


deeply embarrassed. He undoubtedly 
feels that Spain is utterly insincere, 
out he cannot assume that she is so. 
He feels that little or none of the 
money said to have 'been appropriated 
for the relief of the sufferers will ever 
be used, ^because even the soldiers of 
the Spanish army are unpaid. But he 
cannot assume that this will be the 
case. He also is painfully aware of his 
responsibility far the matter. 
War 


means, probably, the killing of many 
brave 'Americans, the misery of many 
American laboring men, who will be 
thrown out of work, the great injury 
at the American marine service. He 
abhors war, and so do the American 
people. 


On the other hand the Spanish lead- 


ers fully understand that war means 
the loss of Cuba, and of the Philippine 
Islands, and more than all, the imposi- 
tion on Spain alone of the Cuban debt 
riling $400.000,000. So the Spanish 
statesmen do not wfeh war. But be- 
hind them are the Spanish people, 
Ignorant, proud, boastful, who are 
flinging with patriotic fevor, their 
young boys into the Cuban swamps to 
die. These forbid any rational conduct 
by the Government 


Under all the circumstances, It would 


seem as if Congress would hesitate to 
precipitate war. Even if it is Inevit- 
able, eo far as man can predict, Con- 
gress will not directly provoke it It 
probsWy will, or has, at this hour, re- 
cognized the independence of Cuba. If 
Spain chooses to make that a cause of 
war, the United States will meet her. 
Bat she probably will not do so now, 
because recognition of Independence Is 
AA international right. 


The chances are that war will not 


probably take place at once, however 
Inevitable It may be. In the meantime 
both parties will prepare for it 


PLANTATION WAGES. ETC.

We advocate the creation, if possl 


ble, of a class of men, strong and num 
erous enough, who at the .ballot box 
will unquestionably support good gov 
eminent, and protect the planting in 
terest Without "outside aid," we 
must have such a class, because we 
cannot "stand alone" witihout it 


Whatever wages are now paid to 


Portuguese laborers, the Standard of 
wages is really fixed by the Asiatic 
contingent. Even If we had American 
farmers here, under control of the plan 
taitons, this standard would govern 
If Americans furnished cane to the 
mil'le on contract at $3 per ton, and 
the Asiatics offered it at $2.60, it would 
be merely a question of time, when the 
American would "go." The rate oi 
wages paid to the negroes of the Amer- 
ican Southern States, fixes in a large 
measure, the wages paid to the white 
labor. Yet for 30 years, the Southern 
States have wondered why they did not 
get white immigration in numbers. 


We refer to a good class of Portu- 


guese, because they are at present, the 
only social back-bone, that we have In 
numbers. Something would seem to be 
wrong, if onily 1,956 of them out of a 
total of 23,047 laborers on the planta- 
tions, are willing to accept the planters 
terms. The race is increasing more 
rapidly than any other on these Isl- 
ands, and yet it seems to stand aloof 
from the sugar industry. Wihy? 


Are we not educating their numer- 


ous children, far outnumbering the 
Teutonics, out of plantation life? That 
s mot the planters' fault. The coffee 
ndustry is not entirely settled, and it 
requires capital. If we do not provide 
some way of making them reasonably 
contented, they will naturally antagon.- 
ze us. It is not a question of philan- 
thropy on our part, but one of purely 
elfish interest, Just as men often buy 
racts of lands near cities, and give 
arge sections of them away in order 
o get good neighbors. 


What sum a Portuguese with a fam- 
ly can live on is only a relative ques- 
tion and a pretty wide one, whether It 
)e 513 or 120 or more. The New Bng- 
arad daddies were a fine type of men. 
They Hved on in poor farms, were very 
rugal, and usually died, without ac- 
timulaltions. But they educated their 
hildren to have "wants," to become 
iscontented and sent them westward. 
We are so educating the children of 
ihese Islands. Really aibout all we can 
at present direct them to, for a supply 
of wants, are the plantations. They 
seem to decline them. Perhaps they 
are wrong about it. But if we look at 
the ominous Census tables, we can see 
where the political whip handle is, or 
will be. If it is held finally by either 
an ignorant or discontented class, and 
there is no annexation, it is doubtful 
whether the planting class, vastly im- 
portant as it is, 
whip. 


will really crack the 


HAWAIIAN NEUTRALITY. 


A war ibetween the United States and 


Spain will attract attention at once to 
our rights as a neutral State, and to 
our obligations as well. These rights 
and obligations are not very clearly de- 
fined by International law. For there 
s, in one sense, no binding interna- 
tional law, excepting that which has 
been agreed to by all nations. 


A few of the rights and obligations of 


neutrals are these: 


No belligerent (has the right to carry 


on offensive war, within three marine 
eagues or miles of the shore of the 
neutral territory. He cannot even fcf 
engaged in combat with his enemy be- 
yond the three league limit, pursue 
lim within the limit 


A belligerent is now required, by the 


rules of nearly all of the Powers, to 
eave port within 24 hours after ar- 
rival, unless he is in absolute need of 
•innocent eupplies," or "lawful re- 
pairs." 


He cannot purchase, while in port, 


anvthing which will increase his arma- 
ment or ammunition, t>ut he may buy 
provisions and subsistence. He may 
jurchase coal only In quantities euffl 
dent to carry him to his nearest borne 
port. 


The presence of bhe Bennlngton in 


our harbor, therefore, ralftes some very 
interesting questions regarding the ob- 
ligations of Hawaii, as ft neutral in the. 
event of war, and to long as »he !s in- 
dependent. If thia obligation of not 
permitting a t>elllgwent to remain in 
port over 24 tio-jrs is observed, the

During tbe American Civil war, the 


U. 6. ship Tuscaivra blockaded i 
Confederate cruiser Nashville, whiei, 
was undergoing repairs at Southamp- 
ton, England. The Tuecarora kept a 
steam and moved etowly out to sea. 
Whenever the Nashville showed sign 
of moving, the Tuscarora moved out 1 
advance, and claimed the right of war 
The Nashville was then detained by the 
British for 24 .hours. Before that time 
expired, the Tuscarora returned, bu 
kept up her steam, and if the Nashvlll 
showed signs of moving again, she pro- 
ceeded to steam out of the harbor 
again. In this way she virtually block' 
aded the Nashville. Finally the Brit- 
ish Government ipnt an end to the busi 
ness, by sending a warship to sea witl 
the Nashville, and the 1 ascarora fol- 
lowed only at her peril. 


After the Geneva tribunal of arbitra- 


tion decided tihe Alabama case, the 
British Government adopted rules tha; 
governed British officers in question's 
of neutrality. The American Govent- 
ment, wuule Grant was President, 
adopted substantially the-same rules 
While they cannot 'be considered as 
binding on Spain by an actual assent 
on her part, it is probable that she will 
recognize them as just and a violation 
of them by a neutral might Invite hos- 
tility of some^feind. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND HAWAII. 


One of the dispatches from Washing- 


ton states that the British Government, 
through Lord Pauncefote, has protest-, 
ed against that part of the recent re? 
port of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, which states that Great 
Britain through her agents, is indus- 
trously striving to overturn this Re- 
public, and restore the Monarchy. 


It is unfortunate that at any time 


this argument has been used by the 
friends of annexation. It is not true. 
Since the days when Lord Palmemori 


d the Eamehameha Princes In Lon- 


don that the United States was the na- 
.ural refuge of the native Hawaiian 
Government, In the event of foreign:' 
disturbance, Great Britain has never1 


ihown the least disposition to obtain" 
either control or possession of these 
slands. Her statesmen have repeatedly; 
said so. The interference of tfoe last: 
Commissioner Wodehouse, in an IrrH 
tating way in our affairs, without au- 
thority, and we believe without knowl- 
edge of his Government, Justified eus- 
liclons that Great Britain took a lively 
nterest in our affairs. But those who,, 
diose to ascertain the facts, quickly? 
earned that his interference was Irre-' 
ponaible meddling. 
There are many and abundant rea^ 
ons for annexation, without resorting; 
to untruths. When a good many of the' 
American people are led to believe that 
annexation is necessary in order to 
prevent British aggression, and they 
are finally informed from the highest 
sources that such aggression was never 
contemplated, these people 'begin to 
uspect our good faith, and suspect also 
that we have a wicked aind selfish mo- 
ive for urging it. 


Events are slowly but surely showing 
hat the different branches of the An- 
glo-Saxon race are coming together. 
Great Britain means to keep the trade 
of the Orient open to the worid, and 
virtually puts her vast navy at the ser- 
vice of the United States In doing so. 
An act, with such far seeing results, is 
utterly inconsistent with any purpose 
of directly threatening the United 
States by even an expression of will- 
ingness to take the Islands, even if 
offered to her. Indeed, it is not al- 
together improbable that Great Brit- 
ain has signified to the United States 
tha* the policy of annexing Hawaii is a 
wise one, as it strengthens the mari- 
time position of the one great nation, 
that has more in common with Great 
Britain than any other. 


OPIUM. 


The opium affair puts the Govern- 


ment between the devil and the deep 
sea. If the law giving the informer a 
share of the penalty is repealed, opium 
will circulate freely enough. Police- 
men do not search for crime, as a rule, 
if the search involves extra duty. Thfe 
prospect of special profit makes them 
vigilant 
Tihe smugglers of valuable 


articles fear tibe Informer who is look- 
ing for Immediate reward. But this 
practice of special rervrarde Invariably 
demoraliz.es the police force. It makes 
epecia" payments for discharging one 
kind of duty, and doe-s not make special 
payments for discharging other kinds 
of duty that are equally bidding. 


If thwe is no ppeciaJ incentive to de- 


tect violation of the opium laws, noth- 
ing frut !the licensing of the RaJp of 
opium will check its ready distribu- 
tion, -without any edranlAge to 
State. The license pla.n. therefore 
p«Tn« >.o be the leas.*, of tne evil*, tibe 
bewt rafofc* from tibe prwv.nS. nJiftmft 
tire of the devil on one Ride ami t.b< 
doiop p»a on tihe other.

KAIO CASE. 


,In commuting the death penalty in 


the case of Kaio, to life imprisonment 
tile Council of State has carefully and 
conscientiously discharged its duty. Its 
conclusion is, naturally enough, not en- 
dorsed by some good citizens. As men 
view things from different standpoints, 
disagreement must be expected. In a 
case like that of Kalo, the conclusion 
to commute the death penalty is not 
free from embarrassment Inasmuch 
as the Council, with all the evidence 
before it, (has done so, no one should 
seriously question) its action, unless he 
lias made himself as familiar 'with the 
case as the Council has. 


The commutation of the sentence is 


not a reflection on the action of <tihe 
Jury. The jury were sworn to decide 
the case on the evidence, and they did 
so. They were, we believe, fully Justi- 
fied in finding Kalo .guilty of 'being an 
accessory 'before the fact The commun- 
ity thanks them for their honest and 
lust discharge of duty. 


But the Council is authorized, by the 


Constitution to do wha't the Jury can- 
not do. It may regard political, social 
or other relations. It may also con- 
sider the whole theory of punishment. 
Phe jury, on their oaths cannot do this. 
So that In commuting the sentence, it 
has not dn any way unfavorably re- 
flected upon the action of the jury.

Senator Bacon of Georgia has propos-

according to orders—ammunition, guns, 
stores, etc. The temperature of the 
magazine at 8 p. m. was normal, ex- 
cept in the after 10-inch magazine, and 
that did not explode. 


[Tiird—The explosion occurred at 


9:40 o'clock on the evening of Febru- 
ary 15th. There were two explosions, 
with a very short interval between 
them. The ship lifted on the first 
explosion. 


Fourth—The court can form no de- 


Inlte opinion of the condition of the 
wreck from the divers' evidence. , 


Fifth—The technical details of the 


wreckage are given, from which tie 
court deduces that a mine was exploded 
under the ship on the port side. 


Slxtih—The explosion "was due to no 


fault of those on board. 


Seven—Opinion of the court, st&t- 


ing that the explosion of the mine 
caused Che explosion of the two maga- 
zines. 


Eight—The court declares that it 


cannot find evidence to fix responsi- 
bility. 


The (Associated Press says that the 


report is unamimous and is signed by 
all the members of tfce court. It dees 
not refer to the existence or non-ex: 
Istence of the mine in the harbor erf 
Havana, except in the specific finding 
that a (mine was exploded under the 
ship, and that the explosion of the two 
magazines was caused by tihe explosion 
of a mine.

The House Passes Amended Sake 


Bill - Argued That It Would 


Hurt Annexation. 


SENATE. 


Forty-seventh Day, April 11. 


It will cost the Government Just $27,- 


600 to repair the damages done to pub* 
lib roads and bridges during the recent 
storm, $18,300 for this Island and $9,- 
200 for Kauai. Tfilg Is the amount 
named In an emergency appropriation 
bill, Introduced in the Senate by Min- 
ister Damon. The Superintendent of 
Public Works has made his estimates, 
after a careful investigation of the 
flood ravaged territories, and consulta- 
tions with the road 'boards of the vari- 
ous districts. Under suspension of the 
rules, the bill was allowed to be Intro- 
duced on the day of the declaration of 
intention, first and second readings 
were passed without printing, and the 
bill sent to the Public Lands Commit- 
tee for consideration. This was to 
hasten the appropriation of the money, 
If possible, that the work of repairing 
the Immense damage may proceed 
without delay. Detailed plans have al- 
ready been prepared and were furnish- 
ed the committee to assist them at 
their work. The reconstruction of these 
roads and bridges bas been temporar- 
ily suspended, pending the passage of 
the emergency appropriation. 


It was announced that President Dole 


bas attached his signature to a bill 
providing for extending certain streets 
in Honolulu, and a bill to encourage t&e 
Cultivation of coffee and ramie by ex- 
emption from taxation. 


The Senate bill relating to the sub- 


mission of differences to the Supreme 
Court passed third reading, as did also 
the bill creating public recreation 
grounds at Alaa and the old Makikl 
baseball grounds. 


The Senate substitute bill allowing 


appeals from all cases In Circuit and 
appellate courts and Courts In cham- 
bers to the Supreme Court, except In 
cases of appeal to a jury, passed first 
reading and went to the Printing Com- 
mittee. 


The House bill limiting the time for 


recovering land to 10 years passed 
first reading. 


The House bill providing for the Is- 


suance of licenses to steam laundries 
passed first reading. 


The plumbing bill was read by title, 


and referred to the Health Committee 
with Senator McCandless added. 


The registry of vessels 'bill was set 


(for third reading for Tuesday. 


At 10:45 o'clock the Senate ad- 


journed. 


HOUSE.

Third reading of tBouse Biffl 42, re- 


lating to the duty on sake. 


Rep. Gear, as a member of the Fin- 


ance Committee, spoke at some length 
on the Injurious effect of sake on the 
native Hawaiians. He had spoken to 
three chemists of the city on the anay- 
sis referred to by Rep. Robertson when 
the bill was up before end had found 
that this was all right as far as it 
went. Hep. Robertson had said that 
the analysis showed nothing deleteri- 
ous in sake. The process had not been 
carried far enough. The alkaloids had 
not been separated and it was there- 
fore Impossible to separate the active 
principle which is supposed to come 
from a seaweed used in -the prepar- 
ation of safce. Undoubtedly there was 
something in the liquor that had a bad 
effect on the peop'.e using It The Jap- 
anese were In the habit of drinking 
their sake hot. This destroyed the de- 
leterious effect of the liquor. Natives 
were in the habtt of drinking it cold. 
In this state it was dangerous. 


Rep. Achi asked why the previous 


speaker found it necessary to expatiate 
on .the evils of sake. <He could say the 
same thing about a lot of whiskey and 
gin imported into the country. 


Rep. 
Robertson said that the Fin- 


ance Committe was coming to feel that 
its report to indefinitely postpone the 
bill had been rather weak. Since the 
second reading the members lhad been 
skirmishing about for arguments to 
support that report. The arguments 
just put forth by Rep. Gear had not 
•been to. the support of the bill, but 
rather to, if possible, break down the 
arguments of the friends of the meas- 
ure. The liquor men of the city had 
told htm that a great mistake had 
been made when the duty on sake was 
raised to one dollar. They also ad- 
mitted that a reduction of fifty cents 
would not reduce the sale of California 
wines. Rep. Robertson then moved to 
amend the bill, changing 14 to 17 per 
cent of alcohol in both lines 5 and 6 
so that the part should read: "That 
all spirituous liquors, all stilJ winee 
and other beverages made from mate- 
rials other than grape Juice when im- 
ported into the Hawaiian Islands shall, 
If containing 9 per cent, and not more 
than '17* per cent, of alcohol, be sub- 
ject to pay a. duty of 60 cents per gal- 
lon; If containing more than '17' and 
not more than 21 per cent, of alcohol, 
shall be subject to pay a duty of one 
dollar per gallon; if ^containing more 
than 21 per cent, of alcohol, such liquor 
shall be subject to the duty by law 
provided for spirits of like grade." 
Rep. 
Robertson further 
moved to 


amend by striking out that part men- 
tioning sake explicitly. The first am- 
endment he had made would cover the 
admission of sake at 60 cents. There 
would be no cause for complaint of 
discrimination. 


Minister Damon heartily seconded 


the amendment of Rep. 'Robertson. The 
dropping out of the part of the bill 
mentioning sake, was an act of states- 
manship. 


Rep. Richards said that the bill rais- 


ing the duty on sake to one dollar had 
made a great many friends among the 
wine growers in California who had 
been supporters of annexation. To pass 
the bill was to aim a blow at annex- 
ation. 


Rep. 
Paris stated it as his opinion 


that the native Hawaiians should not 
be specially mentioned in discussions. 
It looked too much like class legisla- 
tion. The laws should be made for the 
good of all classes. 


The amended bill passed third read- 


ing by a vote of 10 to 3. 


Third reading and passage of House 


Bill 35, relating to the Clmit of time 
within which claims against the estate 
of deceased persons. 


House Bill €0, relating to the impor- 


tation and sale of opium, read second 
time and passed. 


Third reading of House Bill 62, re- 


lating to smoking of tobacco by chil- 
dren under a certain age. The biB tail- 
ed to pass on a vote of 6 to 7. 


The matter of the proposed visit of 


the representatives to the various pub- 
lic institutions of the city was post- 
poned until later date and Reps. Isen- 
t>erg and Kaai were appointed to look 
further into the matter. 


At 12-15 p. m. House took a recess.

Thousands of Young Trees-Fruit 


and Shade-Grounds Should 


Be Improved. 


There is no more interesting place 


in the city of Honolulu than the Gov- 
ernment Nursery. From the outside it 
looks more like a. forsaken homestead 
than anything •else, but that fact gives 
no index to the beauties contained In- 
side the whitewashed fence. 
To tell 


the truth it is one of tifre prettiest 
spots here and is much more fit to be 
called a park than any of the places 
so-called in {Honolulu. 
It contains 


trees and shrubs that it would be "well 
for the people of Honolulu to get ac- 
quainted with. 
It is a place that 


strangers from abroad wouftd -think of 
visiting the very first thing if they 
knew anything at all about it. The 
very 'best way to advertise one of the 
•best attractions of the place would be 
to ftx it up so tihat people would care 
to go there. As it stands now only 
people interested in botany and all that 
goes with it would visit the place, 
whereas it should 'be made a spot of 
public Interest. Ask the majority of 
people in the city about the Govern- 
ment Nursery and what wiill be the 
consequence? They will ask you in 
astonishment where -the place is. 


IFor the benefit of all it might be 


said that the Government Nursery is 
very close to the turn .to the Walkiki 
road on King street and may be easily 
found if one seeks out a large banyan 
tree on, the town corner and for an- 
other of the Chinese species a 'little 
farther in. 
Just at the present time a sidewalk 


is being placed about the grounds and 
it Is to be 'hoped that this will soon 
lead to a new (fence and new gates and 
new walks, eo that 'the stranger com- 
ing to Honolulu will know where the 
Government nursery is. 


A person has to enter the place from 


the .back. The front ipart is too unin- 
viting and, aside from that, it is dif- 
ficult to find an opening in the fence 
large enough to admit a person, much 
less a carriage. The forester's house 
is to the rear and everything else of 
important Is to the rear. 


'About 18 months ago, D. Haughs, a 


Scotchman toy birth, took charge of 
the .place and still remains at the 
heflm. Previous to the time stated he 
was in charge of the nursery on Tanta- 
lus and previous to that, he was In 
charge of the nursery up in Naalehu 
to which place he had been sent by 
Wm. G. Irwin from the botanical gar- 
dens -in Edinburgh, Scotland. 


"You ask me what my greatest work 


has 'been since I connected myself 
with this place and I answer truthfully 
that it is the raising of trees for dis- 
tribution to different .parts of the city," 
said (Mr. Ha-ugh. "When I first came 
here it was impressed upon my mind 
that the people of the city wanted 
trees and the more I got planted the 
better. Of course, you fcnow that we 
do not raise any "flowers" here and 
that anything .besides trees for planting 
out, are out of order. 


"To start with, I will give you a list 


of wrhat I consider to be the most im- 
portant trees on the place. I will men- 
tion first of all the .ritonia saliquay, 
the algaroba or cral 'bean, from which 
is made the 'St. John's bread.' People 
here think that they hare the true 
algaroba in the tree that grows so com- 
monly about the city and suburbs, but 
they have not The true algaroba as 
it is found on the nursery grounds, is 
a tree that has a rather prominent leaf, 
very much like that of the acacia. It 
is a beautiful foliage tree and if it 
does well here, will prove one of the 
most valuable of trees. The first bean 
that has come to maturity -in the Isl- 
ands is 'to be found here and nothing 
is guarded with more care than Is 
this one bean. The bea.ns are .used in 
the country from which the plant 
comes, for '.both man and beast and 
is said to be one of the most whole- 
some fond stuffs known. In appear- 
ance. the fruit is very much like the 
common algaroba bean -found here, but 
a Cittle thicker, and if anything, a lit- 
tle shorter. To the taste, they are 
sweet, like the ordinary algaroba beans. 
slf the tree is a success here it will be 
.planted extensively for distribution. 
The tree now so commonly known as 
algaroba. 19 a native of Mexico. 


"Well, to digess from this a bit, 1 


might say that the palm trees have 
the largest demand of any here. Not 
a day passes but some one comes -o 
ask for palms. They seem to be satis- 
fled with any kind, just *o they ar?

".Alligator pears?

You have no idea 
what a demand there is for them. . I 
might mention the papala tree along 
n this line. Of course the common 
ree would not "be adked for at all, but 
recently It got abroad that we had 
some trees here from India and the 
consequence was that all the plants 
we had on hand have disappeared. The 
trees are slighter shorter Chan the pa- 
>aias that are commonly found here 
and the fruits are long and thick. 
?hey are much sweeter than the com- 
mon papaias. 


"As to alligator .pears I have not 


much to say. We have planted a great 
many for distribution and the demand 


them still grows. We have mow a 


pear from Mexico that promises to out- 
shine the one known so commonly 
lere. 


'Now over here in the corner you 


will find the allspice tree. You see that 
t is not very large, but I am sure 'that, 
with the proper cultivation, it will do 
very well. It is a 'tree that would 'be 
jf the utmost value here. Near by is 
he green and white striped bamboo 
that a great many people would like 
o have, while back of you is the man- 
gosteen, supposed to bear .the finest 
ruit that grows. I have great hopes 
hat the tree will do well here. .As 
•ou see, the nine years Of growth have 
not sent it up very high yet. Over 
here is the Macadamia nut tree of 
Queensland and near by is the pecan 
ut tree that you hear so many people 
say will not grow here. You can see

Just there is the Jamaica 
the finest of the kind tlhat 


grows. Its fruit is finer and sweeter 
han any of the mangoes we have here, 
fou will notice that the 'branches 
ang very close to the ground and that 
he .tree is simply laden with fruit. 
There you see the teak tree of which 
pern foear so much. As in its native 
iountry it takes a long time to grow 
>ut when once grown, gives one of 
he most valuable woods known. Over 
there is the large sapotilla plum that 
s a rarity here, and just by, on the 
side of it, is the cotton 'tree, so well 
known in the South. 
It wim grow 


well here if some one will only go into 
the work in earnest. There is no bet- 
er country than this for cotton. 


"Just there you see the star apple 


tree which bears the finest kind of 
Iruit. It is a favorite and, several 
;imes in a month we have the honor 
of a call from Chief Justice Judd who 
las taken a particular fancy to the 
Tee. The leaves, as you see, are brown 
underneath while above they are green 
and have a very prominent sheen, 
rhe branches spread out like a fan and 
make a very fine appearance. 


"Over there in the corner you will 


see a poor flonely kou tree. It does not 
do well down here In town -but we

Chicago Young Man Mo- 


narch of the Market. 


SAID "STUDENTS" 


Japanese Immigrants Re- 
jected at San Francisco. 


Young Mr. Letter But a Pew Years 


Out of College—Has Made For- 


tune* In the Pit. 


Were Estimated a» Likely to Be- 


come Public Charges-Had Been 


Coached—Remittance Men. 


Recent articles 'have reported1 a 


masterly move in the wheat market 
by young Mr. Letter, the Chicago 
operator, the latest advice being to 
the effect that he claims to hold all the 
surplus wheat In the United States. 
Some very interesting particulars of 
this (remarkable man and his coup are 
given, by a New York correspondent: 


'The most Interesting figure In the 


American wheat market during the 
past year has been young Joseph 
Letter, the only aon of a Chicago mer- 
chant prince, who has just beaten the 
veteran millionaire and speculator, 
Ehdl Armour, in a contest that re- 
quired much nerve and millions of 
capital. The end of the year finds the 
young man In actual possession of 
9,000,000 bushels of first-class wheat, 
all paid for, which he is shipping by 
rail to Atlantic ports and thence to 
Liverpool as fast as he can find ves- 
sels to carry it. When this- boy— whose 
sister, "by the way, is the wife of Mr. 
George Curzon, trader-Secretary 'for 
Foreign Affairs in England—came out 
of college four or five years ago, a tall, 
broad-shou'ldered, and handsome fel- 
low, he informed his {father that he 
destred to go Into business. Where- 
upon Mr. Lelter gave hdm $1,000,000, 
In two years he had lost three-quarters 
of it, but had gained much experience 
and wisdom. Then, the money began 
to come back, and a year later he hat 
doubled his original capital. He had 
madfe himself an. expert in mining 
electricity, lail-roadlng, and fche financ- 
ing of projects. The pleased father 
then entrusted to him the management 
of 'his entire estate—130,000,000, in 
various productive enterprises—and re- 
tired to Washington. In July last the 
young man entered the wheat marke 
as a buyer, and the veterans market 
Mm as their prey. But as time passed 
on he continually accumulated profits 
Be changed his holdings from month 
to month—at one time he was carry- 
ing 12,000,000 bushels—and finally con- 
fined his operations to wheat for De- 
cember delivery. Armour, great in beef 
and ponk and railroads, as well as 
grain, continually sold to him, con 
fid«ntly expecting a decline. But thi 
young man, whose fashionable cloth- 
ing and manners gained for hdm thi 
name of 'the dud*," had) ganged th< 
market correctly, and when December 
came he demanded his wheat. It was 
not in Ohdcago, but Armour under 
took to deliver it there, and by great 
exertions he brought 6,000,000 bushels 
to the city warehouses in a short time 
On December 31 Lelter had his wheat 
and Armour had lost something mor< 
than $1,000,000. It then became known! 
that the young.man had already made 
eontimpts for the shipment of the great 
er part of the grain to the seaboari 
and to Europe. There he expects t< 
take his profits. For the transport o 
toe grain to the coast thousands o 
cars and hundreds of trains wtil be 
required. Letter's confidence in the 
value of the grain is so great that 
while carrying these millions of 
bushels, he has bought 4,000,000 mor 
for May."

Forecast of Wind and Weather 


In Pacific Ocean for April. 


U. S. Branch Hydrographlc Office. 


San Francisco, March 30, 1898. 


The following forecast has Just been 


received at tihis office, from the Hydro 
graphic oflice, Washington, D. C.: 


The North Pacific Pilot Chart for 


April will show an almost permanen 
high, with its center about midway be- 
tween tihe Hawaiian Islands and the 
coast of California, but a little farther 
north than during March. The N. E 
trade wind belt will be found slightly 
widened, with the southern limit re- 
mining about the same, while the 
northern limit has moved farther north 
than its position last month. The gen- 
eral movement of the wind will be 
found around this high, with the sun, 
and in that portion of the ocean east of 
the Hawaiian Islands, the wind may be 
expected to >be generally from the N. E., 
while to the westward of them the 
wind will frequently Ire easterly Near 
he Coast, within the northeast trade 
wind limits, instead of N. E'ly winds, 
"Tly and N. W'ly winds may toe ex- 
pected. It should be remembered that 
the trade wind limits marked on the 
chart are only average ones for the 
month of April, and vessels may find 
a slight deviation from them and may 
requently pass from one trade to an- 
>ther without any period of calms or 
oldrums. The N. E. trades may be 
xpected to Wow with an average force 


if 4 to 5 (Beaufort scale). 
"Just soutfo. of the Gulf of Alaska, 
rill be found the center of an almost 
permanent Jow of considerable depth, 
and between this low and the high will 
>e found a general movement of the 
tmosphere from the west toward the 
American coast, and in this locality 
trong W'ly and S. W'ly winds may be 
xpected. North of the 40th parallel 
requent gales, often accompanied by 
ail and snow equals, may be expected, 
frequent gales maye be expected in 
nat part of the ocean in the vicinity 
f the Juan de Fuca straits, although 
ic average point of entry on the Am- 
rican coast of storms from the west 
s situated farther north than during 
ast month.
